In  presenting  their  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  of  the  Library  during 
the  year  ending  June  30th,  1916,  the  Governors  have  pleasure  in  recording 
a  continued  appreciation  of  the  Library  by  the  public;  the  slight  decrease 
in  the  attendance  being  chiefly  due  to  the  war,  which  has  affected  the  work 
of  all  libraries,  many  of  the  regular  readers  and  students  being  away  on 
military  service. 

The  Library  has  been  extensively  used  during  the  war  for  the  circula- 
tion of  a  large  number  of  placards,  pamphlets  and  leaflets,  in  connection 
with  the  recruiting  campaign  for  the  Army. 

During  the  past  year  the  Library  has  been  increased  by  the  purchase 
of  1,337  volumes,  of  which  754  are  English,  and  583  French,  and  1,546 
donations.  Many  of  these  gifts  have  been  of  interest,  and  the  grateful 
thanks  of  the  Governors  have  been  tendered  to  the  donors.  Among  the 
large  donors  are  the  following: — ■ 

Mr.  A.  K.  Drury,  Mrs.  K.  R.  Macpherson,  Miss  McGill,  Mr.  C.  A. 
Chouillou,  and  Madame  A.  La  Rocque. 

Many  disused  magazines  have  been  sent  to  the  Hospitals  and  Soldiers' 
Homes,  and  have  been  much  appreciated  by  the  recipients. 

The  Fraser  Institute  now  possesses  76,878  volumes,  the  greater  num- 
ber of  which  are  well  chosen,  more  particularly  in  the  departments  of 
travel,  biography,  history  and  general  literature,  and  the  French  section 
has  been  largely  increased  both  in  number  and  value. 

In  view  of  the  satisfactory  condition  of  our  finances,  as  shown  by  the 
accompanying  Statements  of  Accounts,  the  Governors  have  set  aside  a 
part  of  the  Revenue  surplus,  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  substantial 
collection  of  new  books  of  general  interest.  We  also  aim  to  make  a  long 
wanted  addition  to  our  few  scientific  and  technical  works,  which  will  be 
carefully  selected  by  the  Executive  Committee  during  the  coming  year. 
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The  management  of  the  Library  is  much  hampered  by  the  lack  of 
room;  all  the  shelf  space  available  is  now  occupied;  a  new  and  larger  fire- 
proof building  is  an  urgent  necessity,  and  the  Governors  must  shortly 
take  action  thereon  for  the  protection  of  our  valuable  collection  of  books, 
and  to  enable  us  to  give  the  public  adequate  service  and  the  full  benefit 
of  the  advantages  of  the  Library. 

Our  staff  has  given  unfailing  and  faithful  service,  and  what  progress 
we  have  made  has  been  largely  due  to  the  individual  efforts  of  each  of  its 
members. 

The  work  of  cataloguing  has  gone  forward  steadily;  an  improved 
system  having  lately  been  adopted  which  is  of  great  practical  benefit  and 
more  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  public.

We  beg  to  report  having  completed  our  audit  of  the  financial  trans-, 
actions  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1916. 

We  have  carefully  followed  the  revenues  derived  from  rents,  interest, 
etc.,  and  these  are  satisfactorily  accounted  for. 

Proper  vouchers  have  been  produced  in  support  of  the  disbursements 
as  shown  by  the  Cash  Book. 

The  Bank  accounts  have  been  checked  in  detail,  and  the  balances  as 
established  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  have  been  further  confirmed  by 
certificates  obtained  from  the  Bank. 

We  are  in  communication  with  the  mortgage  debtors  in  order  to  obtain 
a  verification  of  the  amounts  due  by  them  at  the  end  of  your  fiscal  year. 

During  the  past  year  no  allowance  has  been  made  for  depreciation 
on  the  permanent  or  moveable  properties  of  the  Institution. 

The  Annual  Financial  Statements  are  certified  as  being  in  accordance 
with  the  books  of  account,  vouchers,  documents  and  records  examined  by 
us.

The  Governors  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  herewith  the  Thirty- 
ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Fraser  Institute,  covering  the  operations  of 
the  year  ending  June  30th,  1917,  together  with  the  Financial  Statements, 
duly  audited. 

Fulfillment  of  the  promise  of  a  year  ago  may  be  seen  in  the  appear- 
ance upon  our  shelves  of  many  new  and  valuable  books;  in  our  number 
of  volumes,  now  79,588;  in  our  average  daily  attendance,  now  487.  We  have 
added,  by  purchase,  1 ,759  English  and  French  volumes  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  number  of  donations  received  was  951. 

The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Governors  are  especially  due  to  Mr.  Francis 
McLennan  and  Mr.  A.  K.  Drury,  who  are  regular  donors  of  numerous 
valuable  books  to  the  library,  and  to  Madame  R.  Bauset  for  her  generous 
gift,  a  most  interesting  collection  including  some  important  Canadiana.

Most  of  our  collections  have  been  enlarged, — biography,  Travel, 
Drama,  Poetry,  and  particularly  the  Scientific  and  Technical  sections 
which  have  been  carefully  selected  by  the  Executive  Committee,  the 
members  being  constantly  alive  to  the  necessity  of  enriching  the  shelves 
by  books  on  scientific  and  technical  education. 

The  Library  has  continued  to  carry  on  the  work  in  connection  with 
the  circulation  of  placards,  pamphlets,  leaflets,  etc.,  relating  to  the  war, 
and  it  has  sent  many  magazines  regularly  to  the  homes  and  libraries  for 
the  use  of  the  soldiers. 

Cataloguing,  and  the  reclassification  of  the  books  continue,  and  the 
staff  has  rendered  conscientious  and  efficient  service. 
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Again  attention  is  directed  to  our  collection,  which  has  far  outgrown 
the  last  available  space.  Our  building  is  entirely  inadequate  for  library 
purposes;  it  is  not  large  enough,  and  there  is  no  room  for  expansion,  nor  is 
it  adapted  for  proper  administration.  It  is  very  apparent  that  the  cramped 
and  crowded  conditions,  and  inadequacy  of  both  equipment  and  service 
occasioned  thereby,  make  it  absolutely  necessary  for  action  to  be  taken 
soon.  The  Governors  feel  all  this  keenly,  and  are  exceedingly  anxious  to 
take  steps  to  meet  the  demands  which  are  increasing  each  day  with  the 
growth  and  progress  of  the  Library.

Portieth  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
ending  June  30th,  1918. 


In  presenting  their  Annual  Report,  the  Governors  are  pleased  to  be 
able  to  state  that  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Institute  during  the  past  year 
-has  been  entirely  satisfactory.  The  Library  now  contains  82,590  volumes, 
three  thousand  and  two  volumes  have  been  added  this  year,  as  follows: — 
fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-six  by  purchase,  nearly  equally  divided  bet- 
ween the  English  and  French  sections,  and  fourteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
six  by  donation. 

Amongst  the  large  donors  were: — Mrs.  S.  Greenshields,  Mr.  A.  K. 
Drury,  Mr.  T.  Howard  Stewart,  Mr.  M.  Scarth  Stevenson,  Mr.  Francis 
McLennan,  and  Miss  Frances  Watt. 

The  work  of  the  Library  is  being  done  in  an  efficient  and  economical 
manner,  but  our  income  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  time. 
That  the  Library  is  intelligently  appreciated  by  the  public  is  shown  by  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-two,  in  spite  of  war 
conditions.  Had  we  the  revenue  to  expend,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that, 
with  additional  space  and  extra  assistants,  our  attendance  would  be  still 
further  increased.  In  short,  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  is  only  restricted 
by  want  of  funds  for  its  extension. 

The  circulation  of  placards,  pamphlets  and  leaflets  in  connection  with 
the  war  has  continued,  and  many  disused  magazines  have  been  sent  to  the 
Soldiers'  Homes  and  Hospitals. 
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During  the  past  year  our  expenditure  has  been  kept  within  our  revenue, 
and  we  have  made  some  needed  repairs  to  our  office  property  in  the  city, 
as  shown  by  the  financial  statements  duly  audited  to  the  30th  June,  1918, 
and  appended  to  this  Report.

Rorty-Rirst  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
ending  June  30th,  1Q1Q. 


In  presenting  their  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  of  The  Fraser  In- 
stitute during  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1919,  the  Governors  have  pleasure 
in  recording  a  continued  appreciation  of  the  Library  by  the  public;  the 
slight  decrease  in  attendance  being  due  to  the  Library  having  been  closed 
for  five  weeks  by  order  of  the  City  Health  authorities  during  the  epidemic. 

The  usual  additions  to  the  Library  amounted  this  year  to  1,650  English 
and  574  French  books  by  purchase,  and  2,003  by  donation. 

Among  the  large  Donors  were  the  following: —

The  work  of  cataloguing  has  gone  forward  steadily,  and  the  disused 
magazines  have  been  regularly  sent  to  the  Soldiers'  Hospitals  and  Homes. 
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The  Revenue  during  the  past  year  has  not  reached  the  moderate  sum 
required  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Institute,  and  its  usefulness  is  much 
hampered  by  this  lack.  The  deficit  has  been  met  by  previous  surplus 
revenue,  but  will  necessitate  close  and,  in  the  interests  of  the  reading  public, 
undesirable  economy  in  the  coming  year. 

The  loss  of  Revenue  has  occurred  through  the  decrease  of  the  demand 
for,  and,  in  consequence,  shrinkage  in  the  rentals  of  the  business  offices  in 
the  Fraser  Buildings.

The  Governors  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  work  carried  on 
y  the  Institute  during  the  past  year  has  been  most  successful.  The 
verage  daily  attendance  has  risen  to  467,  indicating  that  the  efforts  made 

to  provide  for  the  wants  of  the  public  and  make  the  Institute  useful,  are 

being  appreciated. 

During  the  past  year/844  English  and  French  volumes  were  purchased 
and  1851  volumes  donated,  making  the  total  number  in  the  Library  91,539. 

Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  Mr.  John 
Fair,  504  excellent  books  have  been  added  to  the  library.  These  are 
chiefly  scientific  works  and  most  valuable. 

The  Board  (in  addition  to  the  above)  is  indebted  to  many  other 
friends  of  the  Institute  for  donations.  Among  the  large  donors  were,  the 
following: — Mr.  Francis  McLennan,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Cochrane,  Mrs.  Walter 
Bell,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Drummond,  and  Mr.  A.  K.  Drury. 

The  Governors,  who  for  some  time  past,  have  endeavoured  to  effect 
a  sale  of  the  Fraser  Buildings,  which  yielded  but  a  very  meagre  revenue, 
now  have  the  pleasure  to  state  that  the  transaction  has  been  brought  to  a 
successful  issue,  and  the  purchase  price  of  $100,000.  received  in  full. 
This  has  been  invested  at  a  good  rate  of  interest.

Satisfactory  vouchers  covering  the  cash  disbursements  during  that 
period,  produced  for  our  inspection,  were  found  correct  and  in  order.  The 
various  revenues  of  the  Institute,  derived  from  rents,  interest,  etc.,  have 
been  followed  up,  and  the  regular  depositing  of  same  with  the  Institute's 
bankers  has  been  duly  noted. 

The  bank  accounts  have  been  checked  in  detail  and  the  balances 
shown  at  the  close  of  your  fiscal  period  were  verified  and  agreed  with  the 
bank's  statements.
